THE ROYAL MONTH. 
When Julius Caesar was assassinated 
by Brutus in 4-1 B. C., his grandnephew 
and adopted son, Gaius Julius Caesar Oc- 
tavianus, then aged IO, left his studies at 
Illvcricum and hurried to Borne to claim 
his uncle’s property and avenge his death. 
He allied himself with Antony, friend 
of Julius Caesar, and together their armies 
defeated Brutus and Cassius and divided 
the Roman world between them, Anthony 
in the east and Octavianus in the west. 
But Anthony gave himself over to a life 
of luxury at the court of Cleopatra, queen 
of Egypt. 
Octavianus declared war and 
defeated them in 31 B. C., thus becoming 
master of the world. 
Returning to Rome, the highest offices 
of state, civil and religious, were united in 
his hands and he became the first emper­ 
or of Rome, one of the greatest rulers who 
ever lived. 
He was at the zenith of his 
power when Christ was born. 
The title 
of Augustus, 
meaning 
consecrated, was 
conferred upon him in the year 27 B. C. 
and he was given his choice of a calendar 
year to be renamed in his honor. 
He chose his “lucky month,” the one in 
which he had been first chosen consul 
and had won his Egyptian victory. 
This 
.was Sextilis, eighth month of the year. Or­ 
iginally it had been tile sixth month, as its 
nam e implies, before January and Febru­ 
ary were incerted in the calendar in 452 
B. C. 
Henceforth it was called Augustus. 
But July, which Julius Caesar had nam­ 
ed after himself had 31 days and August 
only 30. 
Thus was Julius more greatly 
honored than Augustus, a condition not 
to be endured. 
So a day was taken from 
February, already the shortest month, and 
added to August. 
Thus August was born a royal month. 
And it still is— a month of gold and pur­ 
ple, of yellow ing 
fields 
and 
ripening 
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fruits. 
It is one of the warmest months of 
the year and one of the stillest, so its heat 
is of the sweltering kind. 
Its flower is 
the poppy and its gem the sardonyx.

STOCKHOLM. — Flight between 
Europe 
and

hours at an altitude of IO miles and 
with 2,000 horsepower motors, are 
forecast by 
S. Lindequist, 
a well 
known Swedish airplane eifnstructor, 
in a statement published by a lead­ 
ing Stockholm paper. 
One of the greatest aims in avia­ 
tion in the immediate future should 
be to cut down the flying time be­ 
tween continents, says Mr. 
Linde­ 
quist, and this probably can be done 
by flying at extremely high altitudes. 
The effect of gravitation 
decreases 
with the increase in altitude, and it 
has been estimated, he says, that a 
plane which has a speed of IOO miles 
an hour near the surface of the earth 
can attain a speed of 1.200 miles an 
hour at an altitude of about IO miles. 
At such a height the rarity of the 
atmosphere would constitute a dis­ 
advantage 
both 
to 
the 
ordinary 
motor 
and the ordinary 
propeller. 
But this difficulty can be overcome, 
declares Mr. Lindequist, by using a 
propeller with adjustable blades, so 
that the pitch of the blades could be 
altered with the density of the air, 
and by using special compressors for 
the motor which would compensate 
for the decrease in barometric pres­ 
sure at high altitudes. 
Such a mo­ 
tor would probably have to develop 
about 2,000 horsepower. 
Mr. Linde­ 
quist declares that the problems of 
the adjustable propeller and aerial 
compression motor can be solved.

LONDON, Eng.f — The 
negotia­ 
tions between the representatives of 
Great Britain 
and 
soviet 
Russia 
have broken down and the project­ 
ed treaty will not be signed, it was 
announced Tuesday by the foreign 
office. 
The British and Russian delega­ 
tions were in session all night un­ 
til 7:15 o’clock this morning, an­ 
nouncement said. 
The soviet rep­ 
resentatives were unable to accept 
the amendment and concessions of­ 
fered in regard to article 14 of the 
draft treaty. 
No agreement could 
be reached, it was stated and the 
negotiations broke dow*n. 
The Anglo-Russian treaty nego­ 
tiations collapsed according to au- 
thortative information on the re­ 
fusal of the soviet representatives 
to accept an article in the agreement 
which they insisted left 
the 
way 
open for England eventual! * to de­ 
mand compensation for foreign pro­ 
perty nationalized by the soviet gov­ 
ernment. In other words the ex­ 
planation runs, it was a flat clash 
between communism and capitalism, 
although 
there 
had 
been 
many 
evasive discussions of other fea­ 
tures of article XIV., 
which 
the 
Russians found objectionable. 
The Anglo-Russian conference in 
London was convened on April 
14, 
following recognition of the soviet 
regime by 
the labor 
government, 
under Premier MacDonald In fulfill­ 
ment of wuat was virtually a cam- 
pagin pledge. 
The purpose of the 
conference was to settle all the out­ 
standing claims between 
the 
two 
countries, some involving pre-war 
debts on the part 
of 
Russia 
and 
others growing out of the soviet gov­ 
ernment’s seizures, under its nation­ 
alization policy, of property belong­ 
ing to British subjects. The proceed­ 
ings dragged from the start despite 
the efforts of the British to speed 
them up. The Russians made efforts 
to secure a loan, w’hich they desired 
the British government to guarantee. 
This guarantee, the British 
flatly 
refused to give, Mr. MacDonald de­ 
claring that the British bankers de­ 
manded recognition of Russia’s pre­ 
war debts as a pre-requisite to any 
advance. 
Another of the stumbling blocks 
w*as the Russians’ insistence that 
the 
British 
recognize 
extensive 
counterclaims, based 
on 
damages 
suffered in consequence 
of 
armed 
foreign intervention in Russia after 
the revolution. 
The campaigns of 
General Deniken, Admiral Kolchak 
and 
other 
anti-Bolshevik 
leaders 
were cited in this connection. 
Christian 
Rakovsky, 
the 
chief 
soviet delegate, after a hurried trip 
1 to Moscow’, returned to London last 
1 week, bearing a new set of proposals 
w’hlch it w’as hoped, according to 
Moscow dispatches, 
w’ould 
remove 
obstacles to an understanding. It 
w’as 
thought 
by 
the 
Russians 
that these terms, described as more 
liberal, would 
satisfy 
the 
British 
holders of the old Russian bonds 
and result eventually in a loan un­ 
der British government guarantee. 
In framing the 
new 
proposals, 
how’ever, the Russian commissioners 
it was added, were particularly care­ 
ful to conserve the soviet law’s on 
nationalization of property as they 
were against sacrificing any of their 
revolutionary principles.

“In acknowledging your letter I 
♦fish to thank you for seeking of­ 
ficial information on the “Defense 
’Test” to be held on September 12. 
Nothing will be done on that day 
io alarm any sincere American cit­ 
izen, and our plans should meet with 
the approval of all, except possibly 
those who are opposed to any de­ 
fense against external 
aggression. 
Attached are statements by General 
Pershing and myself, w^hich explain 
our plans from a technical 
stand­ 
point. 
I w’ould 
like 
however, to 
make several points clear to you. 
“In the holding of the 
"Defense 
Test” the war department is mere­ 
ly obeying the basic law’ of our coun­ 
try. 
The Preamble to the Constitu­ 
tion gives National Defense as one 
of the main objects for which our 
Government was formed. 
By an Act 
of Congress in 1792 the democratic 
nature of our military service was 
determined w’hen it was prescribed 
that 
all 
male 
citizens 
between 
eighteen and forty-five years of age 
should be available for military duty 
in time of w’ar. 
The National De­ 
fense Act of 1920 
prescribed 
that 
the ‘Organized peace establishment 
—shall include all of those divisions 
necessary to form the basis for a 
complete and immediate mobiliza­ 
tion for the National Defense in the 
event of a national emergency de­ 
clared by Congress.’ To fulfill the 
expressed purpose of the Constitu­ 
tion we have organized a new’ citi­ 
zen army, and prepared a mobiliza­ 
tion plan based on community co­ 
operation in the spirit of the Act of 
1792 and in conformity with the pro­ 
visions of the Act of 1920. 
Such a 
democratic conception of National 
Defense will only meet the require­ 
ments of an emergency 
if 
it 
is 
thoroughly understood by 
all 
who 
have definite responsibilities under 
it. 
The most practical way of assur­ 
ing this is by public demonstration. 
“The event to take place on Sept­ 
ember 12th will not be a “general 
mobilization.” A mobilization would 
mean the bringing to war strength, 
in men, animals and material, of the 
armed forces of the Nation. 
Our 
military establishment will not be 
increased for an instante on Septem­ 
ber 12th. 
The “Defense Test” will 
be only a demonstration of mobiliza­ 
tion plans. 
It will be an endeavor 
on the part of the Federal Govern­ 
ment to inform our people as fully as 
possible on the present status of our 
security. 
Our whole purpose is to 
present to our 
country 
the 
new 
citizen Army of the United States 
and to indicate w’hat action w’ould 
have to be taken in a national emer­ 
gency by our individual citizens, 
and by communities, if our country 
Is to he defended successfully. The 
simple demonstration planned might 
be compared to a fire drill in a 
school for the safety of the chil­ 
dren. Just as fire escapes and exits 
r.re of little value if the children do 
not know how’ to use them, so also 
are the best plans for our safety, lf 
our people do not know’ what the 
plans are, and what they should do 
in a crisis. 
We firmly believe that 
our action is in the interest of more 
intelligent citizenship. 
“We are able to take this forward 
step because our plans are purely 
for defense, and 
their 
object 
for 
peace. 
We therefore need not keep 
them secret. Our test will enable not 
only our own people, but all peoples, 
to visualize our proposed plan of 
mobilization. 
Open defense plans 
openly arrived 
at 
are 
merely 
a 
practical extension of the principles 
Underlying open diplomacy.” 
“Insofar as there is any founda- 
•£on for the assumption that people 
are frequently induced 
to 
warlike 
acts without realizing the conseque­ 
n ces of those acts, 
the 
“Defense 
Test” will he a precautionary mea­ 
sure. Every one will be made aware 
the sacrifices wnich war will re­ 
quire of him. 
“ The “Defense 
Test”, 
on 
the 
other hand, will apprize the world as 
words never can of our friendly pur 
poses as a nation. 
They will see 
that we have neither 
a 
standing 
army 
of 
half-a-million 
men, 
like 
some of the great nations, nor com­ 
pulsory military training like other 
great nations. They will see a small 
standing army, reinforced only by 
citizens who have underlrken to 
prepare themselves Voluntarily for 
service to their country in the event 
of war. 
As a matter of fact, some 
of those who object to our simple 
demonstration could well use it as 
an object lesson for all nations. 
“From a military standpoint the 
“Defense Test” will be of practical 
value. It w’ill be educational both to 
the military establishment and to 
our citizens. We have tried to learn 
from the lessons of the World War 
From them we have evolved our pre­ 
sent plans which apportion our de­ 
fense task equally among all com­ 
munities. Their object is 
to 
save 
millions of dollars and thousands of 
lives, 
and 
to 
prevent 
wastage 
through delay and confusion in a 
defensive war. 
They are dependent 
for success, however, on each com­ 
munity understanding its particular 
responsibilities, and on the coopera­ 
tive effort of all. Explanation and 
demonstration are necessary; hence 
the “Defense Test.”

LIGHTS BURN TO 
GUIDE AIR PILOTS 


CHICAGO, Illinois,—The U. S. Air 
Mail "puddle-Jumper,” so named be­ 
cause it gets in and out of pastures 
and other small areas to fix the air­ 
way lights, finds favor with Tex 
Marshall, veteran pilot. 
“The old reliable D. II. planes with 
their 400 h. p. motors could not be­ 
gin to get out of the small places 
w’e have to enter,’” Marshall says. 
" ‘Puddle-jumper’ is rather a compli­ 
mentary term applied to the Curtiss 
180 h. p. maintenance plane which 
operates from Mayw’ood, 111., to and 
from Iowa City, and Cleveland. 
It 
can cut weeds with its all-metal 
propeller, making it 
possible 
to 
alight and take off safely in w’eeds 
that w’ould badly chew’ up the wood­ 
en parts of other propellers. 
"We like it because of the big fat 
w’beels, the "puppy-feet,” 
we 
call 
them, which enable us to land in a 
soft field. 
The radiator in the up­ 
per wing contains the w’atcr and 
envelopes the gasoline tank. 
The 
33 foot hi-lift wings, 7 feet 4 inches 
wide and nearly a foot in thickness, 
enable the ship to land slowly there­ 
fore allowing it to enter and leave 
very small fields. 
We have been in 
grain fields with the stalks stand­ 
ing waist-high. 
"One of the first official ships to 
carry a typewriter is this plane. The 
electrician holds it on his knees 
w’hile in flight, observes what needs 
to be done to some of the lights as 
seen from above, types the instruc 
lions, wraps up the necessary ma­ 
terials 
along 
with 
the 
message, 
with a long white tail attached, and 
drops the packet overboard to the 
wainting caretaker below’."

CHICAGO, Illinois. — A vigorous 
campaign to get all voters to vote 
in the fall elections i3 being plan­ 
ned by all the Kiwanis clubs of the 
country, in accordance with policies 
which have been adopted by Ki­ 
wanis 
International at a meeting 
just concluded here. 
In 1S96 80 per cent of all those 
eligible voted in the presidential elec­ 
tions; in 1900 73 per cent voted; in 
1908 the percentage decreased to 66 
per cent; in 1912 there was a fur­ 
ther decrease to 62 per cent; and in 
1920 less than 50 per cent of the 
voters exercised their franchise.

ranks of supporters of the two can­ 
didates 
to 
whom 
the 
federation 
pledged support. 
“LaFoliette and Wheeler will win 
hands dow n” predicted Frank Mor­ 
rison, secretary of

Federation of Labor. 
A survey of 
and telegrams had convinced 
him, 
Morrison said, that the tw'o senators 
would m ake a more formidable run 
than ever their most sanguine a d h er­ 
ents had forecast.

Speaking for the council, Matthew 
Woll, vice president of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of labor and spokes­ 
man for Samuel Gompers president 
said: 
“We have denounced both militar­ 
ism and pacificism.

would take advantage of every op­ 
portunity to promote and feed 
the 
war spirit. 
“We likewise understand the de­ 
ig n s of the pacifists who would dis­ 
arm America first and other nations 
later. 
Most of them now prefer to 
disarm all nations except soviet Rus­ 
sia, so that dictators of Moscow may 
find easier their road to a greater 
dictatorship. 
“We believe 
with 
Mr. 
Gompers 
that* there is something too craven 
for words about those who snort at 
the burden of the price of freedom. 
“We are confident a great deal of

* “Defense day itself is a matter of 
law and we think most labor men

The beetle is about the 
size of a grain of wheat and has a 
long bill with which it bores into 
the surface of the fruit.

holes it deposits eggs and in a v e r y } 
brief period worms hatch out and 
destroy the fruit.

against

beetle, the professor added, which is 
repeated sprayings of a solution of 
arsenate of lead.

PREVENTING BUSINESS FAILURES. 
An experiment which may result in a 
stabilizing effect on business generally is 
being made 
by the 
National Wholesale 
M en’s furnishing association. 
The aim is 
to prevent failures among retail dealers 
through systematic extension of aid to 
those verging on financial embarrassment 
who are found to be capable of rehabilita­ 
tion. 
The association is informed when­ 
ever a retailer begins to fall behind in 
meeting 
his 
obligations. 
Thereupon a 
questionnaire is sent inviting him to make 
a complete statement of his condition, the 
local business situation and other circum­ 
stances which may enable formation of 
opinion respecting the possibilities of sav- 
/ig him. 
Thus before he has become ut­ 
terly discouraged or 
been 
thrust 
into 
bankruptcy the wholesalers’ life saving 
crew is on the way to his rescue. 
After a 
study of the case, if it appears the man 
is qualified for the business he is in and 
he has not sunk too far toward failure, 
plans are devised for restoring his busi­ 
ness to normal. 
The beneficial effects of stabilizing one 
branch of trade by this or some other 
means should extend outside the single 
circle. 
It would result in course of time 
in establishing business in the most compe­ 
tent hands. 
Furthermore, proving suc­ 
cessful as it is said to be doing, it would 
be copied by other trades with the result 
that we should witness a general strength­ 
ening of the country’s business structure. 
F or though there be no apparent connec­ 
tion between widely differing lines of 
trade, they are all linked factors in one 
whole. 
One cannot be adversely affected 
without the others bearing a share of the 
burden. 
There is nothing new about the prin­ 
ciple. 
It is simply the principle of saving 
from destruction for the nominal benefit 
of one that in which a great many have a 
stake.

LESS WHEAT TO BE 
PRODUCED THIS YEAR 


By th© Associated Press. 
W YSHINGTON, Aug. 8—From ten 
to thirteen per cent less wheat than 
last year will be produced this year 
in counties of the northern hemis­ 
phere, the department of agriculture 
announced today on the basis of tele­ 
graphic reports and other 
informa­ 
tion confirming earlier estimates to 
that effect. The production this year 
in fifteen important producing coun­ 
tries, including 
the United 
States 
and Canada .and exclusive of Russia 
and China, i3 estimated at 2,092.976,- 
000 bushels compared with 2,272,901,- 
000 bushels last year. 
“The cereal crop in Europe Is less 
than last year with important reduc­ 
tion in countries 
consuming 
large 
quantities of hard wheat similar to 
our Durum varieties," 
the 
depart­ 
ment of agriculture stated. “The ab­ 
sence of an 
exportable 
surplus in 
North Africa further strengthens the 
market positions of these wheats and 
the outlook from the point of view of 
American producers is more favor­ 
able than last year. 
The European 
demand for wheat at prices prevail­ 
ing last season resulted in 
imports 
considerably larger 
than 
expecta­ 
tions at the beginning of the season. 
The elasticity of the demand in cer­ 
tain important importing 
countries 
is likely to be felt at 
the 
present 
price level and European importants 
this season may not be greater than | 
last year in spite of smaller harvests. I 
In the Orient, which has taken con-1 
slderable quantities of United States 
and Canadian wheat and flour during 
the past season, the 
prospects 
are 
for a considerably decreased produc­ 
tion of wheat. 
Japan forecasts 
a 
wheat crop 12 per cent below' last 
year, and in Manchuria 
conditions 
have 
been very 
unfavorable, ai-, 
though acreage and 
production es­ 
timates are not available for this re­ 
gion. 
With the Increase in prices and 
the majority of the reduction in the 
United States crop occurring In the 
Pacific Northwest, it is difficult to 
foresee what effect the reduction in 
the Oriental crop will have on pur­ 
chase from America. 
Russian reports are as contradic­ 
tory as ever, ranging 
from 
crops 
larger than last year to danger of a 
severe famine affecting as many as 


5,000000 people. 
Reports 
of 
crop 
shortages in important regions ap­ 
pear to be well founded. Notwith­ 
standing 
famine 
reports 
from 
drought stricken 
areas, 
press 
re­ 
ports are to the effect 
that 
the 
soviet government w’ill continue its 
export policy and the claim is made 
that possible famine will be relieved 
without the aid of foreign food.

Mary’s Confidence (v. 3). 
Al­ 
though with calm dignity He asserted 
His authority, there must have been 
some sign by which Ile gave lier to 
understand that Ile would not fall her 
in this embarrassing emergency. She 
directed the servants to be ready to 
carry out whatever instructions He 
should issue. 
III. The Water Made Wine, a Dis­ 
play of Jesus’ Creative Power (vv. 0-9). 
A miracle Is the display of the su­ 
pernatural. It is not against the laws 
of nature but the execution of issues 
beyond nature. 
1. 
The Measure of This Miracle 
(v. 0). 
The six vessels had perhaps 
a capacity of 120 gallons. Jesus is un­ 
stinted in His gifts. 
Twelve baskets 
were left over from feeding the Five 
Thousand. 
2. 
Its Freedom From Display (vv. 
7, 8). The mighty works of the Urn! 
are not for display, not for the gaze of 
men. While not for display, it was so 
real that the disciples and guests knew 
that It was wrought by divine power. 
3. Its Design. Its primary aim was 
to show the divine glory. Though Jesus 
would not use His divine power to re­ 
lieve His own hunger, Ile responded to 
the plea to supply the wants of others. 
4. Its Reality (v. 9). This was not 
a sham, a make-believe. To prove its 
reality It was brought to the governor 
of the feast, presumably the bride­ 
groom. 
IV. 
The Surprised Table Master 
(vv. IO, l l) . 
The excellence of the wine was 
praised by the ruler of the feast. 
Christ gives, not only quantity, but 
quality.

Th8 Germans 
have, 
accepted a 
m oral engagement to float a loan 
of $40,000,000 thereby fulfilling one 
of the most im portant of the repara­ 
tion commission’s requirements be­ 
fore the Dawes plan can be con­ 
sidered effective. 
" The whole of the allied program 
of a declaration of defaults under 
the new 
reparations 
scheme has 
been accepted by the Germans and 
tapid progress has been made in ob­ 
taining German approval on other 
phases of the allied agreem ent for 
putting the plan into operation. 
A nother 
im portant 
development 
yesterday was 
an 
agreem ent be­ 
tween the allies and Germans under 
which tho Dawes plan can be en­ 
forced ten days earlier than October 
15, the date which had been agreed 
upon. 
Since the moment of their 
arrival the Germans have been urg­ 
ing that the plan be made operative 
the earliest possible moment. 
The new date, therefore, was set 
for October 5, as a concession to 
H err Marx, German chancellor, but 
the earlier launching of the plan 
is contingent on necessary legisla­ 
tion being passed by the Reichstag 
prior to August 15. 
If the new reparations regime is 
effective by October 5, another con­ 
cession will be made to Germany by 
the surrender of the customs bar­ 
riers twelve days earlier than under 
the previous arrangem ent. 
T h e “big fourteen” and the ex­ 
p e rts’ 
committees, 
with 
German 
members 
sitting 
on 
them, 
held 
m orning and afternoon session in 
th e foreign office in Downing street 
and also in Prem ier MacDonald's 
room in the house of commons, the 
place of meeting depending upon 
the demands made on Mr. MacDon­ 
ald’s time by the house of com­ 
mons. 
Several outstanding problems re­ 
m ain to be settled before agreem ent

The campaign 
1 was bitter, many old line democrats 
opposed Walton, charging him with

But Walton gained the

he made his chief appeal. 
In the 
I general election he 
defeated 
John 
| Fields, his republican opponent, 
al­ 
though he trailed his ticket by sev­ 
eral thousand votes. 
He was 
inaugurated 
January 
8, 
1922, amid ceremonies unprecedent­ 
ed in Oklahoma history. 
A gigantic 
barbecue at the state fair grounds, 
attended by 
approximately 
100,000 
persons, was one feature of the in­ 
augural. 
One of his lirsc acts as governor 
was to submit to legislature a compre 
hensive plan of 
legislation looking 
to betterm ent of conditions among 
farmers and laborers. 
Many of his 
proposals 
were

laws. 
Hs then turned his attention 
to the state educational institutions 
and created a furore by re-organiz­ 
ing the board of control. He placed

ization. 
He declared m artial law in 
several counties, including 
Okmul­ 
gee, Tulsa, Osage and Oklahoma City 
w here mobs had been the most ac­ 
tive, finally extending military rule 
over the entire state, declaring that 
“a state of rebellion and insurrection
